Algeria and Indepeadence. 

Official reports ot [Italian consuls in the 
French colony of Algeria to their govern- 
ment contradict the statements made that 
affairs haye taken a favorable turn for 
France in that colony. They say that all 
dispatches to that effect are gotien up in 
order to mislead public opinionia France, 
that the insurrection is spreading every 
day, that the leader of the Kabyles was 
not killed as bad been reported, and that 
the announced French victories had been 
little more than so many defeats tor the 
French armies. But the gravest part o 
the matter, according tothe Italian author 
ities, lies not so much in the insurrection 
ot the Arabs, as in the fact that a junction 
seems to have been effected between them 
and the European settlers. Both of these 
elements of the population, indignant at 
the rights accorded to the Jews, have or- 
ganized a movement to shake off the 
French yoke, and torm an independent 
nation. This movement among the col- 
onists 18 assuming the most alarming pro- 
portions, and the colopial papers are, for 
the greatest part, secretly or openly in 
favor of the insurrection. They 
bold up the example of the United 
States before the eyes of the colonists, and 
draw from our history the conclusion that 
the colony, which has never attained much 
prosperity during the French rule, will 
rise and flourish as soon as it shitts for 
itself. This is all the more probable, as 
they say, because an understanding be- 
tween the Arabs and the colonists would 
remove all danger and attract many new 
settlers. At the same time the era ot finan- 
cial distress which is about to dawn on 
France 1s apything but picasant to con- 
template, particularly for a French subject. 
The feeling of hostility to France is said 
tobe so poweriul that an outbreak in the 
city of Algiers may be expected every day, 
and the authority of the French Govern- 
ment is respected only in the immediate 
vicinity of the town, while the provinces 
of Kabylie and Constantine disown al! 
allegiance. It will be very difficult for the 
Government to repress this insurrection, it 
such a thing can be done at all.
